MRS. THEO TUDURY 
AGAIN TO HEAD 
MARCH OF DIMES 


“Birth. defects kill and cripple 
more American children than any 
other human disorder,” said Mrs. 
Theo Tudury of Bay St. Louis who 
has been named Hancock County 
director for the January 1985 
March of Dimes campaign. 


Dr. A. L. Gray, State Health Of- 
ficer and state March of Dimes 
chairman in announcing the local 
drive leadership said, “At least 
half the beds in children’s hospi- 
tals of America are occupied by 
birth defects victims.” 


“The massive health emergency 
vosed by the birth of 250,000 de- 
fective infants in this country each 
vear will never be met until peo- 
ple realize that birth defects are 
shocking realities instead of pre- 
tending that they do not exist,” 
the health officer declared. 


Mrs. Tudury pointed out hat the 
March of Dimes in the past six 
years has made important advances 
in the fight against birth defcets. 

Through the 50 March of Dimes- 
financed centers across the coun- 
try, one of which is at the Univer- 
sity Medical Center in Jackson, 
trained medical teams are pro. 
viding the best medical care avail- 
able for birth defect children and 
working to develop new techniques 
which will enable many more of 
them to live a useful life. 

Scientists suppori‘ed by March 
of Dimes grants are also at work 
in a great number of university 
laboratories in this country and 
abroad, seeking the causes of these 
fearful conditions and ways of 
preventing them, as was done by 
this organization in the battle 
aginst polio. 

Mrs. Tudury, also chairman ot 
the Hancock County Chapter of 
The Nutional Foundation-March of 
Dimes, called for whole-hearted 
support by the citizens of the 
county to enable scientists to 
vrobe ever closer to prevention 
or ‘cure of birth defects and to 
help f-shion a “Haven of Hope” 
for the millions of mothers who 
vsk. “Why did this happen to my 
child?”
